Boyne Falls Man 
Sentenced to 
Prison 


Brian James For- 
tune, 34, Boyne 
Falls, was sentenced _& 


to prison today in BRIAN 
the 38rd Circuit FORTUNE 
Court on two sepa- 

rate cases. 


Fortune was sentenced to 
serve 16 to 24 months, with 
91 days jail credit, on a con- 


viction of three counts of re- 
sisting and obstructing cor- 
rections officers. Fortune 
pleaded guilty on Nov. 19. 

The incidents occurred at 
the Charlevoix County Jail 
in March of 2021, while For- 
tune was serving a sentence 
after being convicted of an- 
other resisting and obstruct- 
ing a police officer. 
According to an affidavit 
filed in the case, Fortune 
physically resisted and 
threatened to kill officers 
and their families on numer- 
ous occasions. 

Today Fortune was also 


sentenced to serve 36 
months to 10 years on an ad- 
ditional charge of posses- 
sion of methamphetamine. 
That offense occurred on 
Oct. 15, 2021 when he was on 
bond for the jail offenses. 
Judge Roy C. Hayes III or- 
dered that the two sentences 
be served consecutively. 
“With these sentences, the 
defendant will not be eligi- 
ble for parole for 52 
months,” Charlevoix County 
Prosecuting Attorney Allen 
Telgenhof. “He was a terror 
in the Charlevoix County 
Jail for months and used

Booster shots timeline shortened 


Omicron variant detected in Antrim, Charlevoix counties 


The FDA recently short- 
ened the time between the 
completion of a primary se- 
ries of the Moderna vac- 
cines for anyone 18 and 
older and the Pfizer vaccine 
for anyone 12 and older can 
receive their booster shot to 
five months. The move 
comes as the country is in 
the middle of a surge of the 
highly contagious Omicron 
variant, which spreads more 
rapidly than the original 
SARS-CoV02 virus and other 
variants that have emerged. 

Today, the Michigan De- 
partment of Health and 
Human Services (MDHHS) 
notified the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest Michi- 
gan that the Omicron 
variant of COVID-19 has 
been identified in one 
Antrim County and one 
Charlevoix County resident. 
Both residents were tested 
on December 28, 2021. Deter- 
mining which variant is 
present in an individual’s 
test sample requires genetic 
sequencing, which is only 
conducted on a percentage 
of positive tests and can 
often take a few weeks. 
Health Department officials 
anticipate there are many 
more cases of Omicron pres- 
ent in our jurisdiction. 

“Vaccination is the best 
defense against COVID-19 
and its variants so shorten- 
ing the length of time be- 
tween completion of the 
primary series and the

Troopers Arrest Wanted 
Charlevoix Man For 
Flee And Elude And 
Several Other Charges 


CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MI. 
On Tuesday, January 4, 2022, 
shortly after 6:00 p.m. a trooper 
from the Michigan State Police 
(MSP) Gaylord Post stopped a 
Dodge Dakota on Maple Street 
in East Jordan for not having a 
registration plate. As the 
trooper approached the truck, 
the driver sped off. The trooper 
returned to his patrol car and 
drove in the direction the truck 
had left, but did not pursue. 
The trooper called dispatch to 
alert nearby units of the situa- 
tion. 

A deputy from the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff's Of- 
fice located the vehicle behind 
a residence on Rogers Road. 
The vehicle was abandoned, 
and the homeowner said they 
did not know who the truck be- 
longed to. A perimeter was es- 
tablished and an MSP K9 team 
was called to assist. MSP K9 
“Chief” tracked the suspect for 
nearly four miles to a utility 
trailer on Fair Road. The 
driver, a 30-year-old Charlevoix 
man, was found hiding inside 
the trailer. He had a key in his 
possession that belonged to the 
Dodge Dakota. He was lodged 
in the Charlevoix County Jail 
for Fourth Degree Flee and 
Elude, Operating Unregistered 
Vehicle, and Operating a Vehi- 
cle Without Insurance.

Mary Ellen Cook, 93 


(FEB. 9, 1928 - JAN. 1, 2022) 


Mary Ellen Cook was born 
Mary Ellen Bender, in South 
Bend, Indiana on February 9, 
1928. Although not the oldest 
of the children, she was 
placed in a position of au- 
thority, or she pointed out, 
when her older brother, 
Richard (Dick), would seek to 
force her into a role of sub- 
servience. Dick would try to 
force her to carry his books 
home, in addition to carrying 
her books. 

Growing up in a Catholic 
home and school taught her 
right and wrong, and to both 
respect and to wield author- 
ity, a lesson she never forgot. 
Mary Ellen graduated from 
High School in 1948 from Lo- 
gansport High School. 

Pops long said of her that, 
“You could hold a gun to her 
head and she would not deny 
her Lord.” 

As late in their married life 
of 67 years in 2012, Pops 
stated that, “She was the 
smartest person I’d ever 
met.” 

Always head-strong and 
certain of herself, Mary Ellen 
went off to a Catholic Nurs- 
ing School in Kokomo, IN for 
two years, as a means to 
make her own way in life, 
and to form a career and life 
for herself. As part of the 
Nursing training program, 
she moved to Springfield, IL 
for a year. 

While one supervising Nun 
and a single Catholic priest 
encouraged her to read the 
New Testament and to find 
answers to her questions 
about her faith, Jesus’ life, 
and Catholic teachings, most 
others in her Nursing pro- 
gram and the Parish were not 
nearly as fond of her ques- 
tioning nature. She continued 
to ask questions of people 
who might help with her reli- 
gion questions, which led to a 
friend introducing her toa 
Church of Christ minister; 
who fully encouraged her to 
read, study, and ask even 
more questions! 

All of this led her to em- 
brace the New Testament 
and to be baptized. Some of 
her new Christian friends 
wanted her to remain quiet 
about her new faith and her 
baptism, but the head of the 
Nursing School or Program 
began to ask questions of 
Mary Ellen. Because she 
wouldn’t lie, Mary Ellen ad- 
mitted to a change of her 
faith and beliefs, leading to 
expulsion from the Catholic 


Nursing School shortly be- 
fore she was to graduate. Not 
knowing what to do, and 
being the independent sort, 
Mary Ellen sought the advice 
of the minister who in- 
structed her to study the New 
Testament and to become a 
baptized believer. 

Being from north-central 
Indiana, she was encouraged 
to enroll at Lincoln Christian 
College in Lincoln, Illinois. 
Not too long after she arrived 
on campus, she was nearly 
horrified by a seemingly loud 
and brash Bill Cook. She did- 
n’t like his loud clomping 
boots, she didn’t care for his 
silly antics, and it truly both- 
ered her that his reputation 
was of having been engaged 
five times! 

When she spied him “hold- 
ing court” in the college li- 
brary, she went and told him 
off about his reputation with 
women, fully admitting, “It 
was none of my business!” 

She never recalled exactly 
what she said to Bill Cook, 
and he could only recall that 
he liked the looks of her, and 
he couldn’t help but admire 
her spunk. 

When into his 80’s, Pops 
fell, and gave himself a black 
eye. When asked what had 
given him that “shiner,” he 
said, “I told you it wasn’t 
mother’s right hand punch 
you had to watch out for, it 
was her left hook!” 

After telling Bill Cook off, 
Mary Ellen was next sur- 
prised to learn what a nice 
fellow he could be, and that 
he actually was a gentleman, 
who was easy to talk to. She 
would find out quickly that, 
because he was so friendly 
and chatty, at least three of 
his supposed engagements 
were assumed by the ladies 
or their friends, because he 
had been seen several times 
in the company of those par- 
ticular ladies. Of course, this 
was the assumed way of 
thinking about people in the 
1940s. 

For example, Pops himself 
said that a childhood friend, 
Wanda Burke, was thought 
by neighbor ladies to become 
his assumed wife when they 
reached the appropriate age. 
He said, instead, we were just 
good friends. 

Mother in later years 
would ask Pops how he knew 
the guy or gal he was talking 
to as he exited a store or 
shop. He would reply that he 
didn’t know them, he just 
struck up a conversation 
with them in the store (while 
she wasn’t next to him). 

Mother and Pops only 
dated for three months before 
they married. Mother said of 
their very short courtship, 
“If you know it’s the right 
one, there’s no sense in wait- 
ing.” 

They married on Christ- 
mas Day, 1949, a Sunday. 
They had to wait until their 
favorite minister was done 
with his church service du- 
ties before he could perform 
their marriage ceremony. 
Most college students had 
gone home for Christmas, so 
the wedding party was quite 
small. The marriage was an 
adventure right away, with 
Pops needing to borrow 
money for their honeymoon 
and with them having the car 
break down. In fact, they met 
on September 9, 1949, and 
were married within approxi- 
mately three months! 

Mary Ellen said life was al- 
ways an adventure with Pops, 
and she did not debate that 
she might have married him 
for entertainment purposes! 
With Bill’s preaching, they 
moved fairly often, but al- 
ways while making good and 
lasting friendships within 
each church community. 


Mary Ellen was an accom- 
plished soloist and would 
often be a cornerstone mem- 
ber of the church’s choir. Her 
fellow choir members would 
ask to stand near her, so she 
would help them remain on 
key. 

She raised four children, 
born in the order of girl-boy- 
girl-boy. Mary Ellen agreed 
with Pops that they were 
very proud of the people each 
became, especially in regard 
to serving the Lord and oth- 
ers. 

Mary Ellen was an excel- 
lent complement to Bill in the 
church ministry because she 
had memorized scripture, 
and Bill could count on her 
rapid mind and incredible 
memory of passages and ref- 
erences, to answer questions 
for young and old alike. 
When asked in later years 
how she memorized scrip- 
ture, she said she didn’t. She 
had such an acute ability 
that, as she read the New Tes- 
tament, she had been able to 
memorize it! 

Pops was more than a little 
jealous of some of Mary 
Ellen’s quick wit and abili- 
ties. A well-known example is 
her being able to fill in diffi- 
cult crossword puzzles in ink, 
which Bill could never man- 
age to master. Those same 
word-skills allowed Mary 
Ellen to become the family 
Scrabble champion, but Pops 
refused to play Scrabble with 
her, saying she was too com- 
petitive! The Cooks were cer- 
tain Pops didn’t want to 
always be forced to lose to 
her. 

Mother’s abilities served 
her well, as a sort of neigh- 
bor nurse. The Cook family 
will recall Pops asking her to 
patch up a very bloody Stevie 
Lucus while he screamed, “I 
ain’t bleeding!” 

Mary Ellen served as the 
College Nurse at Eastern 
Christian College, because 
she could usually figure out 
what was needed, even if it 
was just good advice to the 
students! 

Mary Ellen began selling 
Avon in 1979 and was very 
good at doing so, being a 
President’s Club member 
most every year, Winning 
awards. There was some con- 
sternation from Pops with so 
many Avon products filling 
the house! 

Selling Avon led Mother to 
finally learn to drive because 
Pops said he wasn’t going to 
keep driving her around the 
city and country helping her 
to sell, and yet he often did 
SO. 

Being in the ministry, 
Mary Ellen was welcoming to 
whomever Pops would invite 
home or just invite over, as 
he often did. She would never 
know, but Bill would at least 
try to warn her to cook up a 
little more food for their sud- 
den dinner guests. 

Pops usually wouldn’t get 
into too much trouble with 
Mother, but the Thanksgiv- 
ing of 1994 landed him in hot 
water. Because the entire 
family was gathered at their 
home in Indiana, it was a 
very full living and dining 
room. With his two sons on 
either side of him, Pops said, 
“There are people, wall-to- 
wall people.” (The Cooks held 
their Christmas gift exchange 
at each Thanksgiving). “I 
wonder if we left, how long 
it’d take your Mother to real- 
ize we were gone?” He next 
said, “Let’s get a hotel room!” 
He threatened to leave by 
himself, but his sons left with 
him. He got his answer the 
next day upon returning 
home, that Mary Ellen was so

¢ On Friday, Jan. 7, 164 
new cases of COVID-19 were 
reported in Antrim (30), 
Charlevoix (59), Emmet (48), 
and Otsego (82), and one 
new COVID-19-related death 
in Otsego County (1). 

¢ On Saturday, Jan. 8, 235 
new cases of COVID-19 were 
reported in Antrim (66), 
Charlevoix (54), Emmet (81), 
and Otsego (84). 

¢ On Sunday, Jan. 9, 53 
new cases of COVID-19 were 
reported in Antrim (13), 
Charlevoix (11), Emmet (22), 
and Otsego (7). 

¢ On Monday, Jan. 10, 42 
new cases of COVID-19 were 
reported in Antrim (3), 
Charlevoix (9), Emmet (21), 
and Otsego (9).

Rep. Borton finishes 2021 
with perfect voting record 


State Rep. Ken Borton 
today announced that he 
cast a vote in every roll call 
throughout the 2021 House 
of Representatives session 
— attaining a perfect voting 
record in his first year as a 
state legislator. 

“When I vote in the House 
of Representatives, I bring 
the interests and concerns 
of Northern Michigan resi- 
dents to the table,” said Bor- 
ton, of Gaylord. “This is an 
important responsibility, 
and I am proud to have kept 
up a perfect voting record in 
my first year representing 
our region in the Legisla- 
ture.” 

Borton has represented 
the 105th House District 
since January 2021. The dis- 
trict includes the counties 
of Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Montmorency, Oscoda and 
Otsego. 

The freshman legislator 
introduced four bills that 
made it through the House 
of Representatives in his 
first year, all with biparti- 
san support. Three remain 
under consideration by the 
Senate. House Bills 4535 and 


4536, which seek to preserve 
Michigan’s snowmobile 
trails, are under considera- 
tion by the Senate Commit- 
tee on Natural Resources. 
HB 4840, which would 
strengthen retention re- 
quirements for election 
records, is before the Senate 
Committee on Elections. 

Additionally, Borton’s 
House Bill 4088 passed both 
chambers before the gover- 
nor vetoed it. The legisla- 
tion would have allowed 
people to feed wild animals 
for recreational viewing or 
to prevent starvation, de- 
spite a bureaucratic order 
to the contrary. 

A former Otsego County 
commissioner, Borton also 
introduced a resolution rec- 
ognizing April as County 
Government Month in 
Michigan. The measure was 
adopted by the House.

Armstrong said the visit 
went very well with par- 
ticipants responding fa- 
vorably to the 
performance. 

“That was awesome!” 
said one attendee, while 
another thanked the or- 
chestra for the invitation. 

“By partnering with GLCO,” Arm- 
strong explained, “we will be able to 
add some amazing cultural events to 
our current programming that 
would otherwise be out of reach for 
Challenge Mountain, as well as our 


“Currently, we are able to offer a 
small amount of art workshops to 
our participants, which at this time 
are mostly visual arts, such as paint- 
ing, ceramics, papermaking, stained 
glass, and drawing,” Armstrong 
said. “The performing arts will add 
such a wide range of culture and ex- 


forms of art that they may have 
never seen before.” 

For Zorn and GLCO, the new part- 
nership is “perfectly aligned with the 
orchestra’s mission,” which is “to 
produce professional live orchestral 
performances providing entertain- 
ment, education and inspiration for 
our northern Michigan communi- 
ties.” 

Zorn said that, like the veterans 
ticket program, the Challenge Moun- 
tain program is all about expanding 
public access to the arts as a means 
of providing the three aforemen- 
tioned goals. 

“The orchestra is pleased to work 
with Challenge Mountain to expand 
cultural opportunities for the dis- 
abled,” said Zorn. “Providing expo- 
sure to performances of classical 
music in a concert hall setting is ex- 
citing, educational and inspirational. 
We plan to continue to offer these op- 
portunities with upcoming con- 
certs.”

Man Sentenced to 
Prison for Child 
Sexual Assault 


Ryan James Simmons, 36, 
Atlanta (MI) was sentenced 
to serve 30 to 90 
years in prison for 
his conviction for 
first degree crimi- 
nal sexual assault 
today in the 33rd 
Circuit Court. 

In pronouncing 
the sentence, 
Judge Roy C. Hayes III said 
this case was “probably the 
worst case I’ve seen in my 
years on the bench.” 

Simmons pleaded guilty 
on Nov. 2, 2021 to sexual 
penetration of a child under 
the age of 13. 

At sentencing, the court

who said that Simmons had 
sexually abused her from 
the age of eight to 15 in 
Boyne City. She said that 
other children had also 
been abused by Simmons 
over the years and asked 
the court to send Simmons 
away for the maximum pos- 
sible because otherwise 
“nobody will be safe from 
him, because predators like 
him don’t stop.” 

Charlevoix County Prose- 
cuting Attorney Allen Tel- 
genhof said, “Though this 
case was prosecuted by As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Mary Farrell, I was 
privileged to be in the 
courtroom for sentencing 
and hear this survivor 
stand up to the man who 
tormented her for so long 
and speak so eloquently 
and powerfully about her 
experience. It was very 
moving.” 

The sentencing guide- 
lines called for a minimum 
sentence of 126 to 210 
months in prison, but Hayes 
exceeded those guidelines, 
indicating that they did not 
properly take into account 
the details of this case in- 
cluding Simmons threaten- 
ing to kill the victim’s 
family members in front of 
her if she ever told anyone 
about his abuse.

What is Escrow? 


Escrow is a process that 
begins when the purchase 
offer papers are signed by 
both parties, and ends when 
the loan is approved and all 
the necessary requirements 
have been fulfilled by both 
the buyer and the seller. 

The escrow holder is an 
intermediary, and an agent 
of both the buyer and seller. 

The escrow holder is 
given the buyer's deposit, 
and holds onto all funds 
until the agreement is final- 
ized. They notify the seller 
when the deposit has been 
received and if the check 
has cleared the bank. 

The escrow holder also 
draws up a set of instruc- 
tions, itemizing things that 
have to be done to the prop- 
erty before it is sold and the 
title is transferred. 

For example, if the seller 
is required to supply a ter- 
mite inspection, the escrow 


holder would track this obli- 


gation and make it is ful- 
filled before any funds are 
transferred to the seller. 
Findings in the termite in- 
spection report must be cor- 
rected on or before the close 
of escrow. If the report calls 
for a plumber, roofer or 


other contractor, the agent 
would advise the seller and 
get authorization for work to 
be done. 

The escrow company is 
typically the title company. 

The escrow/title company 
provides a complete owner- 
ship history of the property 
and any liens on record in 
the preliminary title report. 
Anything that is out of the 
ordinary, such as condo 
liens, judgments, etc. 
against the buyer and the 
seller must be clarified prior 
to the close of escrow. 

The escrow process can be 
any number of days depend- 
ing on what is agreed upon 
between the buyer and 
seller. To assure a timely 
closing, the buyer should do 
things like inform, the es- 
crow holder of the name and 
phone number of their in- 
surance agent as soon as 
possible. The homeowner in- 
surance policy needs to be 
ordered early, so verification 
can be made with the lender. 
The lender will not fund a 
new loan without a home- 
owner policy. If there is a 
delay, the escrow process 
may be held up.
